The Boys Ski Team upset Lyndon "by winning the New England Ski 
Meet by less than two points. It was the first time in history that 
Rutland accomplished this feat. They wanted it, they got it. The 
whole team gave what they had. 

The State Meet which made RHS eligible for the Hew England 
competition provided Peter Blauvelt and Dave Hill with an opportunity 
to win. 

In the New England Meet, RHS had two winners in the alpine events. 
Brothers- Richy and Mike Higgins won the giant slalom and slalom 
events, respectively. 

Richy, who had a spectacular day, placed right behind his brother 
in the slalom for second place. 

Zane Rodriguez came in thirteenth, followed by yet another Higgins, 
Jimmy, a freshman, who finished fifteenth. 

In the State Meet, two Raiders won both alpine events, the slalom 
and the giant slalom. 

In the slalom, Peter Blauvelt won first place, Mike Higgins placed 
third, David Hill placed sixth i Zane Rodriguez placed thirteen, and 
Dan Kopsack placed nineteen. 

Back to the giant slalom, Dan Kopsack, another freshman, showed 
what he could do by coming in eighth, while Mike Higgins took the 
eleventh spot. Zane Bodriguez gave a fine performance, finishing 
twelfth, and Peter Blauvelt pulled a big thirteen. So.... at the end 
of the first day, Rutland was ahead, but keeping a close eye on Lyndon. 

The next day was the jumping and cross-country competition. Senior- 
Tom Bradder did a fine job placing third, which happened last year with 
Mike Timbers. Who will be third next year? Two other Rutland jumpers 
placed in the top ten, Tom Calcagni - eighth, and Doug Wroten - tenth.

After the competition - everyone knew it would be close, but how 
close? The announcement was read: Rutland won! They beat Lyndon by 
less than two points and took the first New England Skiing title for 
RHS!
